Earl Browder, Communist can¬ 
didate for president of the United 
States, who was jailed with four 
companions in Terre Haute, Ind., 
today to prevent him delivering a 
scheduled address there tonight. 
The chief of police who jailed 
Browder was backed up in his 
move by the mayor of Terre Haute. 


A reduction in freight rates 
which will save Orange county cit¬ 
rus growers an average of $576,000 
a year was announced today. The 
new rate is $1.35 per 100 pounds, 
as compared to $1.43, the former 
emergency rate. 

The previous permanent rate 
was $1.55, and on the basis of the 
difference between this and the 
new rate, growers will save $1,440,- 
000 per year on the average. 

L. A. Strouse, traffic manager 
of the California Fruit Growers ex¬ 
change at Los Angeles, announced 
the new rate. He said it has been 
approved by the inter-state com¬ 
merce commission. 

Orange county’s average ship¬ 
ment of citrus fruit for the past 
three years has been about 10,- 
000,000 boxes. The freight rate 
saving will amount to eight cents 
per 100 pounds. With 72 pounds 
to the packed box, or a total of 
720,000,000 pounds of fruit, the 
saving amounts to $576,000. 

It is estimated the saving will 
be $2,000,000 for California as a 
whole. The freight rate does not 
include refrigeration charges, 
which also have been cut.

BURGOS, Spain. —- The insur¬ 
gent high command announced to¬ 
day trat their Fascist armies had 
a strangle-hold on Madrid, ring¬ 
ing the government capital with 
a virtual completed band of steel. 

With the encircling movement, 
basic feature of the Fascist tac¬ 
tics, drawing to its picher-like 
close, the insurgent junta declared 
the direct attack on Madrid would 
begin immediately. 

They predicted imminent fall of 
the capita] and said a planned 
uprising of the rightist elements 
of the population of Madrid in the 
final hours of the drive would cli¬ 
max its capitulation. 

Madrid was pictured in wild 
confusion in announcements from 
Fascist general headquarters. 

The insurgent infantry, support¬ 
ed by field and heavy artillery and 
combat aircraft, consolidated bat¬ 
tle positions on a 250-mile front, 
bringing the Spanish capital on a 
40-mile radius. 

EAVACUATE CHILDREN 
FROM CAPITAL CITY

yesterday sent orphans of the civ¬ 
il war and children of militiamen 
fighting at the front to Valencia 
and other cities on the Mediter¬ 
ranean coast. 


Report Attempt by Rival 
To Get First National 
Is Repulsed 


First National bank officials ex¬ 
pressed belief today that a report¬ 
ed attempt of the Bank of America 
to buy a controlling interest had 
failed. 

They estimated that already 
stockholders owning half the 
bank's 5000 shares of common 
stock have signed an agreement 
not to option or sell their holdings 
to anyone without giving bank di¬ 
rectors a chance to meet the of¬ 
fered amount. 

Neither F. E. Farnsworth, for¬ 
mer vice president of the local 
banking institution, nor Angus J. 
Cruickshank, former president, 
who have been taking options on 
stock, would comment today. 

Allow 10 Days 

All directors and a large group 
of common stockholders had signed 
the agreement this morning, it 
was reported. They bind them¬ 
selves to give bank directors 1C 
days in which to find a "satisfac¬ 
tory” buyer to give a counter 
offer. 

A further provision is that if 
two-thirds of the stockholders 
agree that it is proper to sell, all 
stock signed up shall be pooled, 
and sold together at the same 
price. 

There were no records at the 
bank to show how many shares of 
stock have been optioned. No 
shares have been transferred on 
the books within the past month, 
officials said. 

Move ‘Detrimental’ 

A resolution incorporated in the 
non-sale agreement declares that 
for another institution to gain con¬ 
trol, or a large portion of the stock 
“would be detrimental to the inter¬ 
ests of stockholders.” 

Recently reorganized, the bank 
has 5000 shares of preferred stock 
and 5000 shares of common stock. 

Of the preferred stock, held by 
the Reconstruction Finance cor¬ 
poration as security for a loan, the 
bank has redeemed and holds 200 
shares, adding that much voting 
power to the directors. The re¬ 
mainder, on which the government 
retains voting power, is not avail¬ 
able to either faction in the local 
struggle. 

Bank stock was valued at $125 
at the time of the reorganization. 
Options are being offered at $140, 
it was reported. 


'Red' Candidate Jailed 
By Terre Haute Chief 
To Prevent Speech 

TERRE HAUTE, Ind. UP )—A 
militant police chief backed by his 
mayor took steps today to prevent 
a scheduled Communist rally here 
by jailing Earl Browder, the par¬ 
ty’s presidential candidate, and 
four associates. 

The chief, James C. Yates, ar¬ 
rested Browder as he stepped from 
a sleeping car in which he had 
traveled to this city early today 
from Chicago. 

Four Others Jailed 

Waldo Frank, a novelist, and 
Seymour Waldmin, both of New 
York, were arrested with Brow¬ 
der. 

Later Chief Yates placed under 
arrest Charles Stadtfeld, the par¬ 
ty’s state chairman, and Andrew 
Remes, a party worker. Both had 
come here from Indianapolis to 
attend tonight’s meeting. 

Vagrancy charges were placed 
against the five. They were taken 
to jail and Chief Yates said they 
would be held until tomorrow. 

Mayor Backs Him Up 

Other Communist party mem¬ 
bers scurried about seeking attor¬ 
neys who would file habeas corpus 
action to obtain release of those 
held, but had no immediate suc¬ 
cess. 

Samuel Beecher, Republican 
mayor of Terre Haute, said the 
police chief had his support in the 
arrest of the Communists. 

"We are not going to allow 
Communism to become established 
in Terre Haute,” said Beecher.

Brazos River 
Out of Banks 


One aged man was dead today 
and another lay critically injured 
in Fullerton hospital, the result of 
a two-car crash at highway 101 
and Central avenue near La Habra 
yesterday. 

James O. Winched, 72, Moneta, 
died of skull fracture and other 
injuries two hours after the acci¬ 
dent yesterday afternoon. His 
companion in the car, James E. 
Townsend, 74, Moneta, was seri¬ 
ously injured and was fighting for 
life in the hospital. 

The car in which the two Moneta 
residents were riding struck an 
auto driven by Charley T. Smythe, 
22, Anaheim, at the intersection. 
Witnesses were unable to deter¬ 
mine which of the injured men 
was the driver. An inquest was 
pending. 

Winchell’s death was the second 
from traffic crash injuries in two 
days. Gerarbo Fierro, 22, Talbert, 
whose motorcycle struck a traffic 
button on Huntington Beach 
boulevard Monday, was the first 
to die this week and the fifty- 
seventh in 1936. 

Two drivers were cited by police 
yesterday for carrying expired 
operator's licenses following an ac¬ 
cident at Orange avenue and St. 
Andrews place. Cars driven by 
Mrs. Ethra James, 45, 512 West 
Second street, and George A. 
Starr, 78, 1915 Halliday street, 
collided at the intersection, but 
both escaped uninjured. 


HEARNE, Tex. UP )—The crest 
of the Brazos river flood rolled 
past Hearne today, swelled by the 
Little river and other flooded trib¬ 
utaries. 

Bottom lands for many miles up 
and down the stream were covered 
by muddy water. Lowland resi¬ 
dents had ample warning of the 
flood's approach. The Brazos was 
rising four inches an hour at Val¬ 
ley Junction, four miles from 
Hearne. 


JONDESVILLE, Ya. I.T)— 
The Rev. T. Anderson, who was 
thrice bitten by snakes in a 
“faith demonstration” at a re¬ 
ligious meeting Sunday, died at 
midnight, Dr. T. B. Ely said to¬ 
day. 

Anderson's daughter ap¬ 
pealed for aid yesterday but 
the stricken man had waited 
too long and medical science 
could do nothing for him. An¬ 
derson was bitten twice on the 
right hand by a copperhead and 
once on the left hand by a rat¬ 
tler.

Federal Arbitrator M. C. Sloss 
ruled today that the 1934 long¬ 
shore award expires at midnight. 

The decision left shipowners and 
maritime unions only a few hours 
to complete negotiations to pre¬ 
vent the strike. 

Neither side indicated conces¬ 
sions would be granted and the 
police department prepared for ad¬ 
ditional officers to patrol the wa¬ 
terfront here tomorrow. 

A request of the newly formed 
United States maritime commis¬ 
sion in Washington to extend pres¬ 
ent agreements 60 days, pending 
an investigation by the body, 
brought a reiteration by maritime 
unions that they were willing to 
continue work for 15 to 30 days.

PARIS (A?)—The French senate 
tonight adopted the franc devalua¬ 
tion bill with the price fixing modi¬ 
fications attached by its own fi¬ 
nance committee. 

The senate rejected the article 
of the government’s monetary bill 
on international payments and 
adopted a substitute article stipu¬ 
lating that all international debts 
contacted prior to devaluation 
must be paid in “Poincare francs” 
instead of the new “Auriol 
francs.”

THREE ESCAPE 
EROM JAIL 


MARSHFIELD, Ore. hP)—High 
fogs hung over fire blackened 
southwestern Oregon today and 
the hope was general that another 
day of cool weather would end the 
menace of the flames that de¬ 
stroyed the coastal city of Bandon 
and threatened other communi¬ 
ties. 

The death toll was increased to 
11 with discovery of the bodies of 
a woman and child, unidentified, 
in the ashes of Bandon. 


SALINAS i/P )—First indication 
of a break in the lettuce strike 
deadlock was seen here today when 
a labor spokesman said he would 
ask employes to reopen negotia¬ 
tions on the disputed preferential 
hiring point which caused a walk¬ 
out of 3200 workers. 

Walter Cowan, vice president of 
the California State Federation of 
Labor, announced he was planning 
tc draft a letter to the grower- 
shipper vegetable association, ask¬ 
ing that the preferential hiring de¬ 
mand of the union be decided by 
arbitration. Refusal of the em¬ 
ployers to grant this demand 
brought about the 27-day strike. 


House of Steel Will Rise

PLACERVILLE. UP) Bob Fay, 
arrested for the theft of dynamite 
which he said was destined for the 
Salinas strike area, escaped from 
the county jail here with two 
other prisoners last night. 

James Moya, Fay's alleged ac¬ 
complice in stealing the explosives 
from a highway road camp, did 
not escape. 

During the night, the sheriff 
said, somebody who evidently had 
a passkey opened the jail doors 
and freed the three men, as there 
was no physical evidence to ex¬ 
plain their method of getting away. 


U. S. Loses in Tax 
Injunction Move

An all-steel house—possibly a 
forerunner of the home of the 
future—will be erected soon in 
Panorama Heights, fine residen¬ 
tial section east of Santa Ana. 

Miss C. E. Ruttinger of River¬ 
side, owner of a building site in 
that section, told The Journal 
today she has arranged for Na¬ 
tional Houses, Inc., manufactur¬ 
ers, to erect a demonstration 
home, which she later will oc¬ 
cupy. 

Now displayed on Park ave¬ 
nue, New York City, the steel 
home, modern and stream¬ 
lined, will be taken apart soon 
and shipped here, Miss Rut¬ 
tinger said. She expects work 
to start in October or Novem¬ 
ber. 

Walls of cellular steel sections 
bolt together to form a two- 
story house, with an upper 
porch and a roof garden fea¬ 


tures of the design proposed for 
the local site. Despite the 
mechanized construction, photo¬ 
graphs of the house displayed in 
New York give the appearance 
of luxurious and attractive in¬ 
teriors. Chromium and other 
modem materials are used in 
furnishings. 

One model is equipped with 
an automatic elevator, with a 
"magic eye" device to open the 
doors when a passenger ap¬ 
proaches. 

Exact cost of the house was 
not reported, but it is said to 
be more than $5000. At the same 
time, Miss Ruttinger said, the 
cost is less than that of a simi¬ 
lar house constructed of other 
materials. 

William Van Aien, architect 
who designed the Chrysler build¬ 
ing in New York City, created 
the design for the steel house.

Local Men Fight

Twenty-five soil conservation

WASHINGTON. ft PI — France's 
move to devalue the franc marks 
the end of one of the most remark¬ 
able “last ditch” stands in modern 
economic history. 

For several years she suffered 
the severest kind of deflation— 
falling prices, wages, etc.—accom¬ 
panied ,by mounting political 
unrest. 

But while other countries, in¬ 
cluding the United States, yielded 
and revalued their currency in an 
effort to halt deflation and give 
a fillup to their internal economy 
and their international trade, 
France, which had bitter experi¬ 
ences in the past with money 
which decreased in value, doggedly 
refused. 

Francs Are “Dear” 

Now, under the stress and strain, 
France at last has yielded. Her 
government leaders tacitly have 
acknowledged that under present 
conditions the franc is worth more 
than it should be. 

Francs at present are "dear” in 
terms of other currencies. Here’s 
why: 

Wh< ' an American sends his 
dolla iO France to buy its prod¬ 
ucts „hey are, in effect, converted 
into francs. 

At present, he can get about 
15.2 francs for one dollar. In some 
other countries, a dollar will buy 
the equivalent of more than 15.2 
francs. 

Other factors—such as tariffs 
and quota limitations—being equal, 
the purchaser will send his dollar 
to the country where it will have 
the greatest purchasing power. 

Here’s An Example 

Thus, the international bargain 
hunter might find that by sending 
his dollar to France he could buy 
three yards of ribbon, but that in 
another country he could get five 
yards. 

When France devalues, it means 
she is reducing the amount of gold 
which each franc represents. ’This 
maks one unit of gold worth more 
francs, and, if the relationship of 
the dollar to gold remains un¬ 
changed, one dollar also is worth 
more francs. 

The American then, finds that 
his dollar may buy more French 
products than before—that he may 
get five yards of ribbon for a dol¬ 
lar instead of the former three. 

This tends to put francs in a 
position to compete for American 
purchases. 


Stabilization of world currencies, 
projected in connection with the 
franc devaluation is seen by eco¬ 
nomists as benefitting trade in 
that it would give traders some 
assurance of stability. 

Purchaser Has Confidence 

A purchaser might have some 
confidence, for instance that the 
dollar which would buy a dozen 
French handkerchiefs today would 
still buy the same amount a week 
from now. 

When there is no stable relation¬ 
ship between the currencies of 
various countries, a buyer might 
find the purchasing power of his 
dollar varying with day to day 
fluctuations in this relationship. 

Thus, if he contracted to buy a 
dozen handkerchiefs for 15.2 francs 
on a day his dollar was worth 
that many francs he might find 
when he came to make payment 
the dollar was worth only 15 
francs. This woulu make the hanc- 
kerchiefs for which he had plan¬ 
ned to pay one dollar cost him 
more than that, possibly wiping 
out all the profit he had hoped to 
gain from re-sale. 

Such a situation naturally has 
an upsetting effect on interna¬ 
tional trade, which is not present 
when traders feel confident that 
their dollar will buy the same 
number of francs a week or a 
month hence as it will today.

Crop Insurance 


W ITH crop insurance making the headlines as a possi¬ 
ble solution to agricultural uncertainties and woes, 
the Christian Science Monitor cites some interesting ex¬ 
amples, and raises a pertinent question: 

A recent book, “Roots of America,” by Charles Morrow 
Wilson gives a couple of engaging instances of a kind of 
crop insurance on a small scale. A corn farmer in Missouri, 
he relates, decided a good many years ago that 50 cents a 
bushel would be a fair price for his grain. He built two 
huge cribs capable of holding more than a year's crop. 
When com was below 50 cents—he held it—his cribs were 
his bank. When it was above 50 cents he sold. He ended 
wealthy. 

The other example is offered by the Taos Indians of 
New Mexico who have sustained themselves on a single 
small patch of land longer than white men’s agriculture has 
been known in America. One of their rules is to carry over 
always a store of foodstuffs equivalent to a year’s crop or 
more. 

These were stabilization plans carried out on an indi¬ 
vidual or a small community basis. Can they be expanded 
to the scale of a nation of 130,000,000 people and more than 
3,000,000 square miles without becoming unwieldy, or would 
they best be left to individual wisdom and voluntary coop¬ 
eration. Of course, a governmental system may rest on 
voluntary cooperation, and this is the best basis for it, but 
if adopted at all the system will need to be mapped out with 
deliberation and extreme care. 

Inasmuch as T. B. Talbert, well-known Orange county 
leader, is one of the pioneers of the crop insurance idea, 
residents of this region will watch the progress of his 
brain-child with special interest. 

The Office Democrat says that most of Gov.

Candidate and Publisher 

C ANDIDATE FRANK KNOX sees the nation going to 
ruin under the New Deal, with insurance policies 
jeopardized and savings deposits endangered. 

But Publisher Frank Knox, who runs the Chicago 
Daily News, is far more cheerful. 

Almost daily the people read and hear Candidate 
Knox’s words of woe. 

Therefore, we think they ought also to listen to Pub¬ 
lisher Knox. So we quote from an advertisement for his 
Chicago paper which he has just published in “Printer’s 
Ink,” an advertising trade publication: 

“Here in Chicago, the world's second largest market, 
storekeepers are getting back their pre-depression smiles. 
People are milling in the streets—with crisp new packages 
under their arms. Cash registers jingling. Trucks clunking. 

And, between the banks of Michigan avenue, the old ‘Gold 
Stream’ of shiny new autos is at high tide again. Chicago is 
showing more comeback, faster than any spot on the map!” 

It would seem that Candidate Knox isn’t entirely 
honest in what he tells the voters whose ballots he 
solicits, or else that Publisher Knox isn’t quite honest in 
what he tells the advertisers whose patronage he seeks. 
They both can’t be right.

A Saving of $140,000 

P ARADOXICAL as it may seem, Santa Ana High 
school district taxpayers can save themselves $140,- 
000 or more by voting a $611,000 bond issue later this 
month. The explanation of this seeming riddle lies in the 
fact that the school board has an opportunity to refinance 
the Greene bill loans for earthquake reconstruction at a 
much lower rate of interest. 

At present, taxpayers are paying 4.4 per cent on ap¬ 
proximately $611,000 in Greene bill funds. By refinanc¬ 
ing this amount through a bond issue at 3.4 or lower, the 
district will save some $140,000 over a period of 20 years. 

And if the new bonds can be sold at a rate of less 
than the 3.4 maximum stipulated in the proposed issue, 
the savings will be even greater. 

It is good business to lower the rate on the quake re¬ 
habilitation funds by this method. The school board is 
showing excellent financial judgment. 

We hope the taxpayers give the refinancing program 
a rousing vote of endorsement on October 22.
